Non-Deduction Service On or After October i, 1982 — 

If you have performed crediable civilian service on or after 
October 1, 1982, during which no retirement deductions 
were withheld and for which you have not paid a deposit, 
that service will not be included in computing your annuity. 

Reduction for Non-Deduction Service Performed Before 
October /, 1982 — If you have performed creditable civilian 
service before October 1, 1982, during which no retirement 
deductions were withheld and for which no deposit has been 
made, your annual annuity will be reduced by 10% of the 
amount due as deposit. The deposit consists of the amount 
which would have been withheld as retirement deductions, 
plus interest. 

Refunded Service Which Ended On or After March /, 1991 
— You will receive no credit in the computation of your 
annuity for the period of refunded service unless you repay 
the refund plus interest 

Refunded Service Which Ended Before March 7, 1991 — 

If you separated from service on or after October 28, 2009, 
you will receive credit in your annuity computation for 
the period of refunded service. If you do not repay the 
refund for this service, your annuity will be permanently, 
actuarially reduced. 

Refunded Service Which Ended On or After October 7, 
1990 — You will receive no credit in the computation of your 
annuity for the period of refunded service unless you repay 
the refund plus interest. 

Refunded Service Which Ended Before October 7 ,1990 — 
You will receive credit in your annuity computation for the 
period of refunded service. If you do not repay the refund for 
this service, your annuity will be permanently, actuarially 
reduced. 

Disability — If retirement is based on disability, the rates 
shown are subject to increase if the employee has less than 
21 years and 11 months of service and qualifies for the 
guaranteed minimum disability annuity. 

Maximum Annuity — Annuity based on actual service is 
limited to 80% of high-3 average salary. This limit is 
reached with 41 years and 11 months of service.
